The act authorizes -world war vet­ 
erans to borrow up to half the face 
value of their adjusted com pensa­ 
tion certificates—an estim ated aver­ 
ag e of 1500 being m ade available to 
each

m en who hold the insurance. 
As in the house, the senate flout­ 
ed the veto w ith little cerem ony. 
.W ith two-thirds votes required, the 
} house count w as 328 to 79.

The co ntract pro vides fo r a cash 
payment o f $500,000, $2.000,000 in 
no tes, $500,000 cash within ninety 
days, and

gent upo n the pro fits o f the new 
enterprise. The physical pro perties 
such as building and machinery are 
no t invo lved in the sale. 
The Pulitzer bro thers

Directed at Misso uri 
The Missou ri ag ricu ltu ral ex p eri­ 
ment station rep orts a series of 
feeding ex p eriments. 
In one case 
the bens were g iv en all the corn, 
oats, bran, shorts and cornnieal 
they wou ld consu me, bu t on these 
rations they were able to p rodu ce 
only 60 eg g s in a y ear's time. 
It 
requ ired 0.3 p ou nds of feed to p ro­ 
du ce a dozen eg g s. 
Now when identically the same 
rations were fed, bu t in addition 
three g allons of liqu id skim milk 
or 1% p ou nds of commercial meat 
scrap was added to the daily ra­ 
tion of 100 hens, the eg g p rodu c­ 
tion was more than dou bled and 
the feed requ ired to p rodu ce 
a 
dozen eg g s was redu ced nearly one- 
half. 
By adding 8 8 p ou nds of milk or 
6 p ou nds of meat scrap to the y ear­ 
ly ration for each hen from 5*to 6 
ex tra dozen eg g s were p rodu ced. 
While the ex tra cost of the ration 
amou nted to 30 cents p er hen p er 
y ear, the ex tra eg g s p rodu ced were 
worth at least fiv e times the ex tra 
ex p ense. 


Bro o der Ho use Lig ht 
The Ohio ex p eriment Btation has 
rep orted v ery satisfactory resu lts 
from u sing dim lig hts in brooder 
hou ses. 
They state that a 16 to "> 
watt lamp is efficient for a brooder

Even if it will not g et the credit for 
the recent appreciable improvements in 
reception, the federal radio commission 
can console itself with the thoug ht that 
during the nex t two y ears it will receive 
fewer complaints 
for 
something

which it has no control. 
Sun spots, not the radio commission, 
have been responsible 
for 
the 
super­ 
abundance of static during the last sev­ 
eral y ears, according to the commission 
and radio ex perts, so to the disappearing 
sun spots must g o credit for dwindling 
static and increasing rang e of sending 
and receiving sets. 
Because during 19 31 and 19 32 the 11- 
y ear-sun spot cy cle will be at that point 
where something or other knocks the 
spots off the sun, it has been predicted 
that radio reception 
will 
be unusually 
g ood during that period. 
Radio development is not merely a 
matter of mechanics and distribution of 
broadcasting channels. 
Radio eng ineers 
must take into consideration the many 
natural phenomena which affect recep­ 
tion and broadcasting , and not the least 
difficult of their problems is to over­ 
come the effect 
of solar 
activity upon 
transmission. 
There is a possibility that the increas­ 
ing rang e due to favorable natural con­ 
ditions will add to the troubles of the 
radio com.mission by scrambling stations 
heretofore too remote to interfere with 
each other. 
In that event the commission 
wlil be blamed for something else it is 
not responsible for.

Hav e you noticed 
how some p eop le rake their lawns-. 
They commence a t one side and 
rake a “win-row” from one side of 
the lawn to the other.

cold weather, the v arious summer 
grasses 
(crab,

Originally draw n by the survey 
commission proponents to set up a 
graduated Income tax schedule rang­ 
ing from one and one-half per cent 
to five and a

m easures would have ajdded about 
$7,000,000 
the 
first 
year 
to the 
revenues of the state. 
The 
committee 
am endm ent 
re­ 
vises the tax ation rates, starting in 
the first brack et at one per cent. 
The second brack et is fix ed at two 
per cent, 
the third 
a t three per 
cent, the 
fourth a t four, and the 
fifth, five 
per 
cent. 
Th*» ro 
were 
eight brack ets in the original sur­ 
vey bills. 
The corporation Income tax rate 
was fix ed a t two per cent by the 
committee Instead of two and one- 
half as in the survey bill originally, 
m eeting objections of big business 
which asserted before the commit­ 
tee that a two per cent income tax 
would not be opposed. 
A chance also was made in the 
alternative clause in the proposal 
which provided a straight two and 
one-half per cent income tax rate 
if the graduated scale was declared 
unconstitutional. 
This rate is drop­ 
ped to tw’o per cent by the com­ 
mittee. 
No action was tak en on the bill 
Introduced by Senator A. H. Clark , 
democrat, Richmond, providing for 
a straight two per cent Income tax .

cases with two adjacent

pulmonary 
tubercolusis 
and isolation. 


Dr. Rambo estimated the cost of 
construction of these buildings at 
$131,612 and equipment $65,000. 
“Something should be done Im­ 
mediately to relieve the very bad 
condition ex isting in the tubercu­ 
losis ward.” Dr. Rambo told the 
committee. 
“The treatm ent given is the best 
that we can give. 
We cannot do 
better unless the legislature docs its 
part by giving us a hospital and 
some equipment. 
This 
condition 
should be temporarily relieved by 
the 
ex penditure 
of 
approx imately 
$9 ,000.“ 
This amount, Dr. Rambo 
said, is not a part of the plan for 
proposed new building, but is need­ 
ed for immediate use. 
One of the greatest needs of the 
medical service for Missouri’s penal 
institutions is a hospital for the 
criminal Insane, Dr. Rambo told the 
committee, 
“This hospital 
.should 
be 
con­ 
structed to care for the most vio­ 
lently insane criminal,” the prison 
physician 
told 
the 
committee. 
When a conclusion is reached that 
a prisoner is of unsound mind or 
violently insane the physician 
in 
charge should be able to have him 
admitted to this institution.” 
The prison physician pointed out 
to the committee that a hospital for 
the care of pulmonary tuberculosis 
away from the proposed group would 
entail the ex penditure of a much 
larger sum to care for a specified 
number of patients 
than 
if that 
number of patients are cared for 
in a building of the proposed unit 
“A separate bi.iiding would 
re­ 
quire application of ex pensive hos­ 
pital equipment and diagnostic ap­ 
paratus,” Dr. Rambo declared. “The 
value obtained from such a ven­ 
ture will not justify the e ffort” 
Another need for Missouri's penal 
institutions is a hospital for ex -serv­ 
ice men. Dr. Rambo said. 
This hos­ 
pital 
would 
have three divisions, 
for medical surgical and contagious 
diseases. 
The first part of the present hos­ 
pital building at the state penitent­ 
iary w’as built in 1876 when there 
were slightly more than 1,300 men 
in the prison. 
This part now is 
equipped to 
care for 
32 patients. 
Several years later an annex was 
built. 
This 
tak es 
care of 28 pat­ 
ients. In 189 8, when the prison pop­ 
ulation was 2,226 the hospital was 
equipped to 
care for 
60 patients. 
In 19 10, w'ith 2,186 men 
in the pris­ 
on, another annex was built for an 
operating room 
and a 
space for 
patients, bringing hospital capacity 
to 66. 
One entire floor of the pres­ 
ent hospital is now used to house 
Insane 
patients,

**To a g reat ex tent industry is scatter­ 
ed ov er the state, 
in 
small 
establish- 
ment.s," say s The Times. 
**The brutali­ 
zation of the earth and sky inev itable on 
industrial concentration and ov erg rowth 
is escaped. 
The 
technolog ical 
ex perts 
who hav e surv ey ed the state find condi­ 
tions g ood and likely long to remain so. 
In essential respects Vermont has chang ­ 
ed less than too many other common­ 
wealths. 
She has not squandered her re­ 
sources. 
She has not g iv en up her old 
preeminence for an ex cessiv e one-sided 
economic dev elopment. 
**Her long stretches of forest hav e not 
been denuded. 
Her mag nificent moun­ 
tains, her scenery , her v aried charm of 
land and water scape, her healthful cli­ 
mate, draw v isitors 
from 
all ov er the 
country . 
Rocks and mountains, ‘Gothic' 
horrors in the eig hteenth century , un­ 
profitable nuisances to the early settler, 
unless he was out for blood, now pro­ 
duce many millions a y ear in tourist dol­ 
lars. 
The character of the people, form­ 
ed by y ears of hardship, made peculiarly 
independent, adv enturous, at one time 
militant, 
by 
historical 
circumstances 
which we once-hated *York Staters' will 
do well not to ex amine too closely , has 
been mellowed and mitig ated, but retains 
a tang , an orig inality , and a humor, dear 
to those who are able to make them­ 
selv es accepted by a folk at least suffi­ 
ciently protected by defense mechanisms, 
keen obser^rs and capable of much si­ 
lent enjoy ment and concise dry satire.’' 
In this section one is wont to think of 
Vermont as bleak and forbidding , but 
The Times appears to set up the Green 
Mountain state as 
holding 
attractions 
that hav e long since disappeared from 
tlie sister states. 
W^hat other state can

Clarence llamel. 2C and 
Grace 
Hamel, 19, sentenced to thirty-five 
years each, in the state p eniten­ 
tiary, when they entered p leas of 
guilty to robbing the Union Savings 
Bank of Sedalla 
last 
December, 
were tak en to Jefferson City Satur­ 
day morning by Sheriff T. Q. Her­ 
rick . “Babe” Johnson, negro woman, 
j given two years for comp licity in 
the robbery of the St. Louis Cloth­ 
ing Comp any, was also tak en down. 
The negro woman w'ep t bitterly 
a.s she w'as tak en from the jail, but 
there 
w'as 
no 
outward 
sign 
of 
emotion on the p art of Hamel or 
the girl. 
They made no effort to 
get in touch 
with 
anyone 
after 
being sentenced, made no request 
that relatives be notified, and had 
very little to say to the sheriff or 
Jail attaches.

girl

O’Brien, 
dep uty sheriff and jailer, that the 
sheriff and officers did not tak e 
them down Friday evening because 
they were afraid to tak e five or 
six at one time.

trip s 
were 
made because of convenience, and 
the girl's rep ly, which was that if 
she had a gun now she’d use it on 
him. Indicated she w'ould not be a 
model p risoner if the op p ortunity 
to be otherwise p resented 
itself. 
So far as the officers have learned, 
the girl and 
her 
husband 
are 
sep arated, but not divorced, and 
her two year old child is with her 
81 year old grandmother in Kansas 
City. 
Her husband k now’s of her 
trouble but had tak en no p art in her 
affairs for some time. 
Hamel told 
nothing about himself other than he 
was reared on a farm in Minnesota.
